Gov. Guy Hunt announced last 
week that he had ordered proration 
in the education budget reduced 
from five percent to two percent,

Proration, which is an across-the- 
budget cut that results when the 
state government approves a budget 
that exceeds revenue collections, 
was declared at the rate of five 


percent last October and school 
systems received less funds than 
anticipated. 

“Tt gives me great pleasure to 
announce that I have instructed the 
Finance Dept. to reduce proration in 
the education fund from five percent 
to two percent,’’ stated Gov.

Elba City Schools Supt. of 
Education Billy Crews stated the 
cutback would result in approxi- 
mately $40-50,000 in funds being 
received at the local level. 

“We'll still get less than 
expected,’’ said Crews, ‘‘but it will 
help us greatly and may enable us to 
get out of debt, The added funds will 
definitely come in at a good time.’’

Mullis sentenced to life 


A Georgia man convicted of 
murder-for-hire in the 1985 shooting 
death of his wife’s lover was 
sentenced to life in prison this week 
by a Coffee County jury, in Elba. 

Easton Darris ‘‘Buddy’’ Mullis, 
age 43, was convicted of capital 
murder after a jury of eight women 
and four men deliberated for over 
two hours during the original trial on 
April 9, 1987. The jury needed only 
six minutes to agree that Mullis 
should be sentenced to life without 
parole, instead of the possible 
sentence of death in the electric 
chair, 

Mullis was found guilty of hiring 
two Georgia teenagers to murder 
James Edward Nelson, age 55, who 
was living with Mullis’ wife at a 
home near the Glenwood Community 
in Crenshaw County. 

Mrs. Mullis stated during the 
trial that she had begun an affair 
with Nelson in 1984 and had left her 
home in Georgia in 1985 to live with 
the man. Nelson was abducted at his 
rural Coffee County home in July, 


and in what DeVane called a ‘‘true 
confession,’’ the accused told how he 
killed the elderly Elba man. 

In the confession, Jackson said 
he went to ‘‘Pop’s’’ (Roberts’) house 
and was broke, disgusted and 
wanted money. Jackson said he only 
wanted to knock Roberts out and 
take his money, and told the 
investigator he hit Roberts with an 
iron used to keep the bathroom door 
open. 


On the taped confession, Jackson 
Stated, ‘‘I can’t knock him out. Don’t 
want to kill him. I don’t know why 
I’m beating on him.’’ 

In continuing to read from the 
taped confession, DeVane read how 
Jackson told about hitting Roberts 
with the iron before cutting him with 


1985, and later found murdered 
under the Conecuh River bridge, at 
the Coffee County-Crenshaw. County 
line.

“T mostly want do is knock him 
out,”’ Jackson told DeVane during 
the confession. ‘‘Get his money and 
go, not kill him. Say don’t know this 
was in me.”’

Former prisoner of war convinced 


prisoners are still being held 


A former Viet Nam prisoner-of- 
war who has been walking for the 
past three years, one month and 
twelve days visited Elba last week 
and while taking a breather at a local 
monument dedicated to all who 
served in the Viet Nam War, stated, 
“I know there are still prisoners of 
war alive in Viet Nam and hope that 
my visits to towns across the nation 
will stir enough interest to force the 
leaders of our government to re- 
negotiate for their release!’’ 

Thomas Clift, age 43, was a 
prisoner-of-war in Viet Nam for over 
seven years after being one of ten 
soldiers ambushed while on a 
mission to photograph other POW’s, 
Clift was the only member of the 
team to survive the ambush and was 
captured and placed ina POW camp. 
He was released after seven years of 
confinement, and at the time of 
release weighed only 67 pounds and 
faced an 18-month hospital stay. 

“‘Tleft behind 227 other prisoners 
when I was released,’’ stated Clift, 
“‘and before leaving promised to do 
everything I could to relay their 
message to the public and try to get 
them released. It’s been over 16 
years since my release, but I know 
there are still prisoners alive in the 
camps, and I’m doing what I can to 
tell the American people about their 
plight and urging everyone to write 
their legislators to begin  re- 
negotiations for the release of these 
brave men,"’ 

Clift began his cross-country trek 
in Portland, Oregon, and traveled 
south to California before crossing 
the nation, Upon his arrival at Ft. 
Bragg, N.C., he began to travel 
across the southeast United States 
and has visited South Carolina, 
Georgia and Alabama during the 
southward swing.

1 fiate $0 acinnit it to Mama and my 
brother Bill but years ago I did fi 
about milking our new cow, Ole 
Bossy. I crossed my fingers behind 
my back when I told them it was 
impossible for me to get even a few 
drops out of her little 
short teats. It seemed such a 
waste of time for me to spend thirty 
minutes pulling and squeezing to get 
milk that Bill could get in five (even 
if he was overloaded with other 
heavy chores). 

But I knew how it’d been with the 
other cows. Bill was strong as a 
giant. He could let the little bull take 
a few sucks so the stubborn mama’d 
let her milk down, then he could 
yank the calf out of there quick as 
a wink. After washing up the cow’s 
bag, the rest was a snap for him.

Geese Relocated 
In Alabama 


Ala. Dept. of Conservation 
David Hayden 

The Ala. Dept. of Conservation’s 
Game and Fish Division, in coopera- 
tion with the Bear Creek Develop- 
ment Authority and the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, recently re- 
located 314 giant Canada geese to 
four locations. 

Cedar Creek Lake, near Russell- 
ville, was the release site for 238 
geese. The Bear Creek Develop- 
ment Authority will provide grazing 
sites, grain and nesting structures 
for this flock, which was obtained 


from the Tennessee Wildlife 
Resources Agency. 
Corps of Engineers projects 


provided three other release sites: 
one on Woodruff Reservoir and two 
on Dannelly Reservoir. The 76 geese 
released at these sites will be 
provided grazing areas adjacent to 
the reservoirs. These 76 birds were 
relocated from Lake Eufaula, where 
they were trapped by Eufaula 
National Wildlife Refuge personnel. 

The need to close goose hunting 
in all release areas should have 
negligible effect on waterfowlers. 
The present lack of goose hunting 
Opportunity is the reason for the 
releases, which are expected to 
develop a resident goose hunting 
resource. 

If the public cooperates, the 

ential exists that the flocks may 

crease to the point that limited 

hunting could occur in the future. 

Until then, many people can 
enjoy seeing and hearing the birds 
while boating, fishing, camping and 
participating in various other 
outdoor activities.

wilt and the golden nematode. 

The ‘‘Elba’’ was 18 years in the 
making of the superbreed it now is, 
says the article, but potato growers 
should get a chance to buy some of 
the seed in the near future, as seed 
companies probably will be receiving 
the brand new variety next year. 

But - don’t hold your breath while 
your ‘‘tater’’ grows - nor get your 
grease hot for your French fries - 
because there is one little drawback - 
it takes the ‘‘super spud’’ 120 days 
to be ready to dig!

Council denies claim for sale 


of property on Payne Street 


The Elba City Council Monday 
night denied a monetary claim by 
Mr. Lamar Hall for property Hall 
said was taher hx the city for a road. 

Payne Street was paved before 
Mr. Hall purchased the property, 
according to his statements to the 
city council. His information was 
that the work was done sometime in 
the early or mid 1960’s when the 
property was owned by relatives of 
his. However, no records exist of 
easements being given, etc., and a 
survey he paid for showed the street 
on his property. He had agreed to 
accept $1250 in cash and for him and 
the city to exchange quit claim 
deeds, Mayor Bob English told Hall 
and the council that City Attorney 
Mark Vaughan had said it was legal 
to exchange the deeds and even to 
pay the money if the council so 
desired, but it would be setting a 
precedent for property all over Elba. 


Council members voted to 
exchange the deeds but to offer no 
monetary payment. Councilman 


Malcolm Davis voted against the 
action saying he felt the city should 
at least pay the $500 Hall spent for 
the survey. Councilman Jack 
Prescott was absent from the 
meeting. 

Following the vote, Hall said, ‘‘I 
will not accept that, mayor’’ and 
excused himself from the meeting. 

English reported that the Census 
Bureau is in Elba at present, has 
hired workers and will begin a count 


this-week, All official census workers 
will te properly identified and have 
no need to inspect the inside of 
homes. 

Following the official count, Elba 
will be divided into five voting 
districts, with voters in that district 
electing their own council represent- 
ative and not voting on the other 
members. This should be ready 
before the next city election. 


County Commission takes no action 


on $100,000 claim filed by Elba man 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
July 27, at the courthouse in Elba 
and instructed County Attorney 
Warren Rowe that it planned to take 


A . 1 
no action on a claim for $100,000 


filed by David Stinson, an Elba 
resident who claims he was injured 
while being housed in the Coffee 
County Jail. 

Rowe told the commissioners the 
jail had no insurance to cover the 
claim and any payment would have 
to come from the commission; 
however, the commission told Rowe 
it had no plans of honoring the claim 
and told the attorney to make plans 
to go to work on the case. 

The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9 a.m. and after correcting . the 
minutes of the previous meeting 
heard Revenue Commissioner 
Ronnie Burns report his office had 
completed the settlement for 1986, 
and after completion the settlement 
had only a 1/100th of one percent 
error in disbursements. The 
commission approved the settlement 
as presented. 


Commissioners and county engineer clash over 


C.R. Sconiers Jr. was present at 
the meeting and presented a petition 
signed by 219 county residents 
requesting the commission officially 
name a road in the southeast portion 
of the county the ‘‘Sconiersville 
Road.’’ Sconiers, spokesman for the 
delegation, told commissioners the 
road had been called the Harold 
Godwin Road in recent newspaper 
reports by a daily newspaper in 
Enterprise, bringing about the need 
to have the road officially named. 

Sconiers also stated a bridge on 
the road could be named the Harold 
Godwin Bridge, and told the history 
of Sconiersville. 

The commission heard the 
request, but took no action on the 
proposal to name the unpaved road. 

The ongoing discussion of the 
county paying back the farm center’s 
“building fund’’ for inkind work 
done on the new multipurpose 
building again surfaced and the 
commission was told it would be 
illegal for the highway department to 
repay the funds requested by the 
farm center committee. 


The county highway department 
did work on the concrete pad for the 
newly constructed multipurpose 
building and presented the com- 
mission With a bill for its services in 
the amount of approximately 
$23,000. Members of the committee 
felt the charges were out of line and 
actual reports showed the pad cost 
was closer to $9,000. 

The committee then asked the 
commission to reimburse the build- 
ing fund the difference in cost, but 
found out it would be illegal for the 
highway department to make the 
reimbursement due to the method in 
which the state funds highway 
department salaries. 

At Monday’s meeting the 
commission agreed it would 
reimburse the fund in October, when 
the next budget year begins. 

In other action at Monday’s 
meeting the commission:

The Coffee County Commission 
and County Engineer Mark Pool 
butted heads at Monday’s regularly 
scheduled meeting as the 
commission members disagreed with 
a statement by Pool that it would be 
impossible to meet all commission 
requests and take care of needed 
maintenance without additional 
revenue and equipment. 

Pool, who took over as county 
engineer in June, became visibly 
upset after a request to purchase two 
tractors to be used in cutting 
rights-of-way in the county was 
denied by a vote of 4-3. Pool had told 
the commission he had discovered 
the county was owed over $19,000 for 
engineering fees on a_ recently 
completed project, and proposed to 
use the funds, along with funds 
raised through a sale of surplus 
equipment to pay for the two 
tractors. 


Grand Jury returns two-count 


indictment against Jackson 


The Coffee County Grand Jury 
met in special session on Wed- 
nesday, July 22, and returned a 
two-count indictment against Willie 
Simmons Jackson, charged in 
connection with the beating death 
and robbery of an elderly Elba man. 

The Grand Jury was called into 
special session by Judge McAliley 
upon the request of District Attorney 
Joel Folmar and indicted Jackson 
(alias Billy Boy) on one count of 
capital murder and four counts of 
second-degree forgery. The forgery 
charges also carry an alternate 
charge of possession of a forged 
instrument, 

The capital murder indictment 


was returned because the defendant 
was engaged in robbery in the first 
degree at the time of the killing. 
Bond was denied in the capital 
murder charge and set at $10,000 for 
each forgery charge. 


Jackson is accused of killing 
Elmo B. Roberts, age 87, of Elba, 
and during a confession read in court 
Jackson stated he went to Roberts’ 
home to get some money and hit the 
victim with an iron in an attempt to 
knock him out. After being unable to 
knock the elderly man out, Jackson 
reportedly stabbed Roberts. 


Eiba man stabbed in Opp 


An Opp woman was arrested 
last week and charged with 
attempted murder in connection with 
the Wednesday stabbing of an Elba 
man. 

According toa spokesman for the 
Opp Police Dept., Mary Nell 
Lindsey, age 22, of Opp, was 
arrested after apparently stabbing 
Tommy Rayborn of Rt. 3, Elba, at a 
home in Opp at approximately 8 p.m. 
on Wednesday night, July 22. 

Opp Police Investigator Richard 
White stated that Rayborn was 
believed to have been stabbed in the 
chest with a 5-inch butcher knife and 
also suffered a collapsed lung in the 
incident 

The stabbing reportedly took 
place at a home in Opp that the 


couple was visiting, and reports 
indicated that Lindsey and Rayborn 
had been dating. The couple 
apparently got into an argument at 
the home. Residents of the home told 
authorities that Rayborn had been 
drinking and yelling at Lindsey from 
the back porch of the house and 
Stated Rayborn had a knife in a pants 
pocket at the time. Lindsey then 
reportedly went outside with a 
broom and a butcher knife and struck 
Rayborn on the head with the broom 
and stabbed him in the chest with 
the knife. 

Rayborn reportedly threw the 
knife at Lindsey, missing, and then 
ran offinto the night. He was picked 
up by Opp police at 8:15 at an Opp 
business and although the stabbing 


victim was only partially conscious, 
police were apparently able to learn 
of the incident and made the arrest. 

Rayborn was listed in stable 
condition in an Opp hospital at last 
report,

buy the equipment was 3-4, in favor 


of not making the purchase. 

Pool voiced surprise at the failure 
of the motion to pass and declared, 
“The county’s highway department 
is not equipped to cut grass, repair 
roads or pave roads. Our equipment 
is falling apart and it seems like the 
problem is that the county is 
overpromised and underequipped!”’ 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
took immediate opposition to the 
engineer's statement and _ re- 
sponded, ‘‘That is your opinion and I 
don’t think it’s right! A great deal 
has been accomplished in Coffee 
County in recent years with the 
equipment now in use and more can 
be accomplished in the future.’’ 

Commissioner Sid Averett, who 
added fuel to the fire by making a 
motion that all dirt roads on a repair 
paving list be made ready for paving 
and not just made ‘‘all weather 
roads,’’ as proposed by the county 


engineer, stated, ‘‘I didn’t make any 
promises while I was campaigning 
for commissioner and have not made 
any promises while in office that 
didn’t have the approval of the 
majority of the commission.’’ 

Pool answered by saying, ‘‘We 
don’t have the funds to maintain the 
roads in the county and now you 
want to continue maintaining the 
roads as well as getting the roads on 
the repair list ready for paving. We 
just don’t have the equipment or the 
funds to do a good job in both 
areas.’’ 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan, 
supporting Pool, stated, ‘There is a 
road in District 2 that was third on 
the list to be paved way back in 1972! 
I would rather see the road paved, 
but I can see the need to have the 
road made into an all-weather road 
now before the winter rains hit, After 
the winter we can go back and get 
the road ready to pave.”’ 

Commissioner Averett repeated 
his motion to proceed with the roads 
on the priority list and acquire 
needed right-of-way to build the 
roads up for future paving. The 
motion passed by a vote of 5-0, with 
Bryan and Crittenden abstaining. 


The county engineer asked the 
commission whether he should 
follow priorities set by federal offices 
or the local list and was told the 
federal highway projects came first.
